Another Prelude 
To The Summit 


The President and the Prime Minister be­ 
lieve that progress can be made toward their 
ultimate objective of a comprehensive agree­ 
ment (on a nuclear test ban) . . , They believe 
that negotiations . . . should be speeded up and 
completed at the earliest possible tim e.” 
This passage from the joint statement by 
President Eisenhower and British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, March 29. sets the tone for a 
series of discussions by Western foreign minis­ 
ters in Washington. 
Secretary of State Herter 
today plays host to his British and French oppo­ 
site numbers. 
The following day the group will 
be joined by West German Foreign Minister 
Heinrich von Brentano, and on April 15 the for­ 
eign ministers of Canada and Italy will partici­ 
pate in a discussion of disarmament. 


These talks are preparatory to the East- 
West summit conference, where disarmament 
may well take the play away from the Berlin 
Question. In the first place, the West as yet has 
forged no very solid positioh on Berlin. 
The 
French and Germans are more intransigent, the 
British less, than we. But on disarmament — 
beginning with a nuclear test-ban treaty— both 
East and West appear urgently to desire real 
agreement. 
lf progress is made at Geneva as expected, 
a basic understanding could well be ready for 
approval at the Geneva summit.

tion for a rehearsing of the Hollywood Ten. 


Waldo F rank w as form erly President of the League

NEW YORK - The Securities 
and E xchange Com m ission has 
quietly — without public notice — 
m ade a m ajor change in its proxy 
rules 
This is requiring oft leers, di­

stock­ 
holders in a Stock E xchange list­ 
ed com pany to disclose how they 
financed the acquisition of their 
stockholdings 
It has done this in the case of 
Lionel C o rp , control of which 
passed last O ctober to a new 
group including Roy Cohn, the 
young attorney who figured pro m ­ 
inently in the news as counsel 
for the M cCarthy C om m ittee 


It so happen- that in Lionel 
th ere was a fam ily fight, and one 
ai the m em bers of 
the 
Cohn 
group is the daughter of Lionel a 
founder. She also is one of the 
laig er stockholders. Also Cohn is 
related to the founder. 
O thers 
in 
the 
group 
which 
bought out the founder s and for­ 
m er president, are new to the 
situation 
This operation, how­ 
ever. w as not, strictly speaking, 
a raid. 
The financing of the control 
stock is interesting as well as 
com plex 
High interest charging 
m oney lenders. P anam anian and 
Hong Kong firm s advanced m ost, 
if not all. the borrow ed m oney. 
This is like the financing of 
som e other corporate take-overs, 
through Swiss banks There never 
has been a disclosure in these 


cases, nor in this one, of the 
real principals behind the 
for­ 
eign hanking firm s. 
U nder the F ed eral R e se rv e s 
regulation “ U ,” covering loans 
for tho purpose of carrying secu r­ 
ities, 90 per cent m argin is re ­ 
quired 
The money lenders and 
foreign hanks have been used to 
get around these very stiff re­ 
quirem ents 
A ctually, 
m argins 
a re far too high. They should 
be 50 per cent 
The SEC is properly concerned 
about control stock for a reason, 
other than the getting around the 
m argins rules 
U nder the SEC 
regulation, control stock m ust he 
registered before it us sold.

stockholders have pledged p art 
or all their holdings with an oh 
scure bank or with money lend­ 
ers — m ostly the 
latter.
